Town Counsel looking for more funding

WILMINGTON - The Board 
of Selectmen unanimously 
approved a collective bar- 
gaining agreement between 
the’ town and the New 
England Police Benevolent 
Association, Local 101, 
Dispatchers’ Union at the 
meeting on Monday, June 
24. ‘Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull said the agreement, 
which requested a 2.5 per- 
cent increase in compensa- 
tion each year for three 
years beginning this July, 
was, reached to address the 
high turnover rates the town 
has seen in dispatchers. 

According to Hull, the com- 
pensation for dispatchers in 
Wilmington is on the low end 
of the salary spectrum. The 
town did a survey of several 


communities, including 
Lexington, Dedham, 
Tewksbury, Billerica, 
Reading, and North 


Andover, to come to this con- 
clusion. 

“We want to get it more to 
thé ‘middle of the road’ and 
hopefully that will encour- 
age more people to stay with 
us'for a longer period of 
time,” Hull said. 

The dispatchers currently 
work off a seven step com- 
pensation program, in which 


workers can earn more 
money and gain a “step” 
depending on experience, 
The agreement proposed 
that the differential between 
each step was increased by 
half a percent. 


Town Counsel 
Contract 


Another agreement listed 
on the agenda referred to 
town counsel’s compensa- 
tion. According to Hull, John 
Foskett of Deutsch, 
Williams, Brooks, DeRensis 
& Holland had implied that 
he and his firm had put in 
more work than what was 
originally expected of them. 

“He indicated that over the 
last four years, and this year 
also, the amount of legal 
time that the firm has had to 
devote to the town of 
Wilmington business has 
exceeded what they had 
anticipated and in conse- 
quence, he and the firm are 
looking for additional com- 
pensation,” Hull said. 

Selectman Louis Cimaglia 
suggested the board table 
the matter due to the differ- 
ences the contract contained 
compared to prior years.

He noted some exceptional 
fundraisers, including one 


individual who raised more. 


than $11,000, and teams that 
have raised anywhere from 
$35,000 to $60,000 over the 
past four or five years. He 
also took a moment to thank 
the community for its sup- 
port. 

Wassan noted that she had 
never seen such an outpour- 
ing of support, particularly 
from businesses, like that 


which occurred when 
Wilmington first took on this 
event. 


“Our goal is to finish the 
fight, and you are helping to 
do that with continued sup- 
port and dedication to the 
event,” Wassan said.

150 years ago 


The Battle of Gettysburg, : revisited

“Four score and seven years 
ago” are the immortal words 
of Abraham Lincoln, in his 
Gettysburg address, delivered 
in November 1863, some four 
months after the Battle of 
Gettysburg. 

There is another Gettysburg 
address, and it rises from the 
same battle — Colgrove 
Avenue near Spangler 
Meadow in_ Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania. That is the 
location of a memorial to the 
men killed defending Culp’s 
Hill on the third day of the 
battle. On that monument are 
the names of three men from 
Wilmington, Massachusetts. 

Culp’s Hill is not the most 
famous part of the battle of 
Gettysburg. There~is Little 
Roundtop, where the 20th 
Maine held the end of the 
Union line, preventing a 


Confederate flanking. When 


the 20th ran low on ammuni- 
tion, Col. Joshua 
Chamberlain ordered a bayo- 
net charge, completely sur- 
prising the Confederates. 

And there is Pickett’s 
Charge, the last futile effort of 
the Confederates at 
Gettysburg. The loss sent 
Gen. Robert E. Lee limping 
back South, his image of 
invincibility shattered. 

The fighting at Culp’s Hill 
took place on the second and 
third days of the battle, July 2 
and 3, 1863. The XII Corps, 
which included the Second 
Massachusetts Infantry, con- 
ducted a brilliant defense of 
Culp’s Hill. 

On the third day, there was a 
futile attack by two Union 
regiments near Spangler's 
Spring. General Slocum, 
observing: from a distant hill 
and believing that the 
Confederates were faltering, 
ordered troop to retake the 
works the Confederates had 
captured. The order was 
passed and it was misinter- 
preted to mean a _ direct 
frontal assault on _ the 
Confederate position. The two 
regiments selected for the 
assault, the 2nd 
Massachusetts and the 27th 
Indiana, with a total of 650 
men against the 1,000 
Confederates behind the 
works, with 100 yards of open 
field in front. When Lt. Col. 
Charles Mudge of the 2nd 
Massachusetts heard the

order he insisted that the offi- 
cer repeat it. He was then 
quoted as saying "Well, it is 
murder, but it's the order." 
The two regiments attacked 
in sequence with the 
Massachusetts men in front, 
and they were both repelled 
with terrific losses: 43 percent 
of the Massachusetts soldiers, 
32 percent of the Indianans. 
General Thomas Ruger spoke 
of the misconstrued order as 
"one of those unfortunate 
occurrences that will happen 
in the excitement of battle." 

Three men from Wilmington 
died in that futile assault or 
from wounds received there. 
George Bailey, Ted Butters; 
and James Edmonds are 
among the men honored on 
that monument. 

The Second Massachusetts 
Infantry was the first volun- 
teer organization to leave 
Massachusetts for action in 
the Civil War. It became one 
of the most outstanding regi- 
ments in the war for the 
Union Army. It was not offi- 
cered by politicians, but by a 
West Pointer, Col. George H. 


Gordon. Sixteen of the offi- 
cers were Harvard men, and 
13 of those would lose their 
lives in the war. 

Recruiting began on the 25th 
of April, 1862, when a recruit- 
ing office opened on State 
Street in Boston. 

In Woburn, 49 men formed a 
company. On May 25, a group 
of young men _ from 
Wilmington were accepted 
into the regiment. Town Hall 
records do not agree with 
state records as to who was 
who. Town records list 12 
men, but state records only 
have ten in Company G, 
Second Regiment. 

Joining the Second 
Massachusetts on May. 25 
were George B. Bailey, 
Thomas A. Bancroft, 
Theodore S. Butters, James T. 
Edmonds (of Billerica), 


Simeon Jaquith (of Woburn), - 


John E. James, Charles A. 


Nichols (maybe of 
Lawrence), Hiram Pearson 
(of Tewksbury), Henry E. 


Stickney, Elbridge G. Taylor, 
and John H. White. 
George Bailey - lived on 


Chestnut Street, near Butters 
Row. George was 23 when ‘he 
enlisted. He was taken prison- 
er in August 1862 néar 
Manassas ___ Junction. . He 
returned to duty on October 
26. He was killed in action; at 
Gettysburg on July 3, 1863.' 

Thomas Theodore Butters 
was born on Butters Row May 
21, 1841, the son of Lorenzo 
and Angeline _ Butters. 
Lorenzo was a good mathe- 
matician, a great reader dnd 
was able to quote extensively 
from the poetry of the day. He 
was a selectman and was also 
on the school committee for 
the South School. Each school 
had such a committee at that 
time. 

Their home was very” néar 
the old Middlesex Canal dnd 
the old South School in a part 
of town where there “were. 
many Butters families: . Ted 
Butters was a seventh genera- 
tion descendant of Will Butter, 
who was probably the- first 
white settler in what is now 
Wilmington. 

Judging from the relia 
Ted Butters was a capable gol- 
dier. He was made a corpoyal 
in March 1863. 

Ted Butters was wounded'on 
the third day of Gettysburg, 
July 3, 1863, on Culp’s Hill: A 
bullet passed through his leg, 
shattering the bone. As was'so 
common in the Civil War; his 
leg was amputated by ‘sur- 
geons. He died on July 30, 1863 
at age 22. 

Communications and trahs- 
portation had been developed 
in the Northeast, and Ted’s18- 
year-old sister Lucilia learned 
via telegraph that he had 
been wounded. She took a 
train to Gettysburg to be with 
him, but arrived on July 31, 
the day after he died. : 

James 'T. Edmonds is shown 
in the Wilmington records: as 
being a Wilmington resident, 
but he probably lived ‘in 
Billerica. He was 29 when;he 
enlisted, probably the oldest 
of the Wilmington men. His 
occupation was listed tas 
teamster. H 

Edmonds was wounded: at 
the Battle of Cedar Mountain, 


Virginia on August 9, 1862. He 


. recovered and was returned 


to action. Then he was wound- 
ed at Culp’s Hill in Gettysburg 
on July 3, 1863. He died of his 
wounds on July 20. ;

sold after close to a century in the same family. My 

elder cousin had lived in the third-floor apartment 
for as long as I can remember. In her middle to late eight- 
ies she was still going up and down the stairs effortlessly 
and walking to Maverick Station and getting on the “T” for 
transportation. In the worst way I wanted to buy the house, 
a classic three-decker, free-standing, with pretty bow win- 
dows and with something else quite rare in East Boston - 
off-street parking! The house is on the corner of Orleans 
Street and Orleans Place, which means they had their own 
little street to share with only two other similar houses. But 
I talked myself out of buying a house - that house - for sen- 
timental reasons. Real estate has to be a good investment 
first, right? But every time I pass 28 Orleans Street (I still 
go back to the neighborhood all the time), I want the house. 
I pull to the curb, stop and stare, with an unexplainable long- 
ing, considering I never lived there. One time I caught 
myself saying, “I’m thinking of moving “back” to East 
Boston.” 

Inherited memory (also called genetic memory) is a 
process in which the memory is passed down through gen- 
erations without any first-hand experience. It’s a psycho- 
logical or ethereal theory, and controversial, with no hard 
proof. But the theory appeals to me, and my own personal 
observations say it exists. 

A while back I read a book called “House As A Mirror of 
Self.” The book is mainly about the extreme attachment 
some of us feel for our houses. But the author also writes 
about the meaning of home and how our homes are a reflec- 
tion of our inner selves in many ways. The influential Swiss 
psychotherapist Carl Jung is quoted in the forward and off- 
and-on throughout the book. In later years Jung built a 
stone house, taking several years to complete. Allowing his 
psyche to rule the design, as a final act of self-realization, 
Jung believed that the physical act of building his house was 
an outward manifestation of his unconscious mind - a way 
for him to cement the meaning of home. (Did you follow 
that?) 

Unlike Jung, I don’t have a compulsion to build my own 
stone house but I do have a need to continue returning to the 
old neighborhood to retrace my invisible footsteps, those of 
my father and grandfather before me, whose shoes I surely 
walked in, spiritually speaking, that is.

They have a wide selection of Italian cookies, pies, biscotti, 
cannolis, squares and turnovers - and really good bread and 
pizza slices. Old-world quality and style keep the locals 
coming in and out all day long - the door never stops open- 
ing and closing. I’m sure there is no one who lives in this 
crowded, close-knit neighborhood who doesn’t patronize’ the 
A&L daily. You can’t do better. 

After having lunch at Santarpio’s or Off-the-Boat or The 
Italian Express - the three restaurants that I keep going 
back to again and again - lots of times we head to Lubertd’s 
on Broadway in Revere for coffee-and, only a few minutes: 
drive away. What hits you first when you open the door to 
Luberto’s is the dazzling interior design. Neon and glitter - 
snow white walls, a chrome and mirror ceiling, chrome- 
trimmed gleaming glass cabinets, and cases filled to the top 
with the most mouthwatering bakery delights you ‘could 
dream of. You’ll find tons of toothsome cookies, real créam 
puffs, fig and lemon squares, big muffins bursting ‘with 
berries, fresh-fruit-filled shells, tasty pieces of pizza, and 
calzone to crave. The entry area is wide open and unclit- 
tered,.with café tables and chairs, perfect for sitting and sip- 
ping their great coffee served in white ceramic mugs. I like 
to sit in the full-front windows daydreaming, thoughts stray- 
ing back, reclaiming time. 

My aunt lives close by. When I asked Aunt Natalie if she 
goes to Luberto’s often, she raised her eyebrows with’ an 
ever-so-slightly disdainful look and said, “We go to Elm 
Street.” As if to say, I have spoken! Of course, I had to defer 
to her lifetime of experience and knowledge on these mat- 
ters of importance. 

Elm Street Bakery is a fixture in my aunt’s compact 
Everett neighborhood. You can bet it’s seldom that someone 
comes through the door who isn’t a regular. When you think 
about how dense the neighborhood is, I’m sure the bakery is 
almost totally supported by customers who live less than a 
quarter of a mile away. And why would you go further? Elm 
Street is small in floor size but the cases are crammed full, 
and on top of the cases, Italian pastry confections are piled 
to the sky. You can’t see the workers unless you try stand- 
ing on your toes, craning your neck while trying to “com- 


municate” what you want. Or you can stand in front of the 


register for a better view. From the common and tradition- 
al, to the fancy-pancy and specialty, this bantam bakery 
takes the cake - or should I say, takes the bread. You won t 
walk away empty-handed. Ambrosia. 

It’s not as if I walk with a swagger (ha), as if to say, move 
over, this is my turf. But when I’m wandering around those 
places where my relatives before me walked and talked and 
breathed the air, I know I fit in. It’s as if, well it’s as if I 
never left.

When Thunder Roars, 


Go Indoors! 


PORTSMOUTH, N.H. - 
Thunderstorms and light- 
ning are in the forecast for 
much of New England this 
week. To be safe from dan- 
gerous lightning follow this 
simple rule: When thunder 
roars, go indoors. 

Lightning kills an average 
of 55-60 people a year in the 
U.S. But 90 percent of those 
who are struck survive, 
often with permanent neuro- 
logical disabilities. Eighty 
percent of lightning fatali- 
ties occur among men who 
were fishing, boating, golf- 
ing, biking, or working out- 
doors. 

To be safe remember the 
30/30 rule: If you see light- 
ning and cannot count to 30 
before hearing thunder, 
lightning is close enough to 
strike you. Immediately 
move to safe shelter: a sub- 
stantial building with elec- 
tricity or plumbing or an 
enclosed, metal-topped vehi- 
cle with windows up. Stay in 
the safe shelter at least 30 
minutes after you hear the 
last sound of thunder.

‘Independence Day is typi- 
igally a time for barbecues, 
mily gatherings, and cele- 
brating the birth of our 
hation, however, for many 
travelers this holiday it may 
énd in tragedy.

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Where the Ipswich River begins

WILMINGTON - They are 
all around us, and are 
extremely important. They 
bring life and happiness to a 
community, and their 
destruction can yield certain 
doom for anyone living near 
them. They are part of our 
national conscious, a major 
part of our history and 
mythology as a nation and a 
world. The things being 
described are not’ the 
ancient Greek gods, 
although they are a some- 
times wrathful and some- 
times benevolent bunch. 
Rivers and streams, the 
lifeblood of the world, are 
silently enhancing our lives. 
Mismanagement of these 
bountiful resources could 
spell certain doom, so we 
must be careful .shepherds 
of these resources. Since 
June is national Rivers 
month, Wayne Castonguay, 
the newly elected director of 
the Ipswich River 
Foundation, wants people to 
be more aware of everything 
that our local rivers do for 
us, especially the Ipswich 
which takes a major trip 
through Wilmington. 
According to Castonguay, 
rivers serve many purposes, 
not all of which are readily 
apparent to those who live 
near the “Lifeblood of our 
country.” For instance, 
rivers provide consistant 
and dependable source of 
drinking, water for commu- 
nities, so long as they are 
well maintained. Through 
these waterways, many ani- 
mals breed and migrate, 
creating an intricate watery 
maze that links creatures’ 
seasonal habitats and their 
breeding grounds. They are 
the primary ecological 
resource for flora and fauna 
of all shapes and sizes, and 
also. can be excellent 
resources for recreation and 
community building, says 
Castonguay. 
The Ipswich River “sus- 
tains northern Middlesex 
and Essex counties” said 
Castonguay, providing 
330,000 people with drinking 
water everyday. A _ vast 


amount of protected land 
surrounds the river, provid- 
ing people with areas to 
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hike, canoe, kayak, or enjoy 
other related activities. It is 
a refuge for wildlife of all 
kinds as well. The Ipswich 
River, a relatively small 
river by comparison to other 
regional waterways, does a 
disproportionate amount of 
good for its small stature, 
like a liquid Napoleon, Bays 
Castonguay. 


As rivers go, the Taeieh: 


remains one of the cleanest. 
The parts of the river near 
the headwaters, which begin 
in Wilmington, is more pol- 
luted than the parts down- 
stream as it is naturally 
diluted by the path of the 
water. Storm water, or 
runoff into rivers from 
storms and rain, is a major 
source of contamination, but 
as the river flows into the 
placid towns of Essex coun- 
try, the river is cleansed to 
near purity, says 
Castonguay. The state’s 
most polluted rivers, the 
Millers, Blackstone, and 
Housatonic, are significantly 
filthier than the Ipswich, 


while the state’s cleanest 


river, the Deerfield, is: ee 
what cleaner than ° ‘the 
Ipswich. 

The two biggest thréats 
facing rivers are pollution 
and water withdrawal. 
Castonguay urges people ‘to 
cut back on the use of 
water—even ten _ percent 
could eliminate the problem 
of water withdrawal entire- 
ly—and to utilize organic 
practices to maintain their 
lawns. Castonguay encour- 
ages Wilmington residents 
to get out and enjoy the 
rivers during river month. 
“There is no better time 
than June to visit a river!”

For the fifth straight year, 
Wilmington resident Frankie 
Irizarry participated in the USA 
Track and Field New England 
Championships and for the first 
time, he brought home three 
medals from the competition. 

Irizarry placed third in the 100- 
meter hurdles and the 200-meter 
hurdles as well as second place 
in the triple jump. This was 
only his second time doing the 
100 hurdles and triple jump as 
well as his first time doing the 
200 hurdles. The meet was held 
this past weekend at Fitchburg 
State University and was attend- 
ed by a record number of ath- 
letes from Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 

USATF age groups are based 
on an_ athlete’s age on 
December 31 of that year so 
even though Irizarry is only 12, 
he still has to compete with 13 
and 14-year-old athletes in the 
Youth Division because of his 
November 2ist birthday. 

As one of the youngest com- 
petitors in the youth division, 
Irizarry still came home tied for 
the meet best with three medals 
in the competition. 

Irizarry began his day racing a 
full field in the 200 meter inter- 
mediate hurdles. He ran 34.9 
seconds to finish third in the 
event, missing out on second 
place by .4 seconds. After a 
short break, Irizarry returned to 
the starting line for his place in 
the 100 meter high hurdles. 

After a slow start, Irizarry 
picked up steam finishing in a 
personal best time of 20.24 sec- 
onds to take third place behind 
two fourteen year old competi- 
tors. 

Irizarry’s last event of the day 
was the triple jump, an event he 
just started doing this spring.

Next up for Irizarry will be a 
trip to New York City and famed 
ICAHN Stadium for the Region I 
Junior Olympic qualifying meet 
on July 7.

It is one of 16 regions that 
comprise the USATF. 

Dating back to the 1960's, the 
USATF Junior Olympic) pro- 
gram has been the most visible 
youth athlete developmental 
program in the world. Nearly 
70,000 youth athletes compete 
each year in the Junior Olympic 
Track & Field and Cross 
Country programs. Many of

The 2013 USATF Junior 
Olympics will be held from July 
22 through July 28° in 
Greensboro, North Carolina on 
the campus of North Carolina 
A&T. This will be the second 
time that the Junior Olympics 
have been held in the Tar Heel 
state in the last five years.

Without it 
(and without an additional 
funding source), chairman

».-. "I'm disappointed the car- 
- nival won't be here this year," 
~ he ‘said. "We raise a great 


deal of money through the 
carnival." 


All is not lost, however. 
The celebration that started 
back in 1981 on the town's 
250th anniversary will still go 
on. 

Planning for such an event 


takes almost an entire year. - 


In fact, Garrant said the com- 
mittee works from September 
- June. And it's not cheap, 
either. He said that the cost is 
$50-$55,000 to run the six-day 
event. The carnival offsets 
some of that cost, but the 
committee also has help from 
local businesses and fundrais- 


-ing efforts including a raffle.

“Gina Borrazzo had to 
speak up,” notes the 
Tewksbury “Town Crier.” 

“Her son, Zack, had spi- 
raled downward, consumed by 
the abyss of an addiction to 
heroin. Luckily, he’s doing 
better; he’s heading to rehab. 

“His story, however, isn’t 
unique. In fact, he’s one of the 
lucky ones. 

“According ‘to the CDC, 
38,329 people died of drug 
overdoses in 2010. But 
Borrazzo argues that this is a 
topic that is not often dis- 
cussed - and that’s because 
most people aren’t willing to 
do so. 

“People think you live in a 
small, suburban town, and 
you’re immune to this stuff. 
And you're not, she said. 

“T don’t think people can 
get a good grasp on how many 
children are dying from over- 
doses. They’re too ashamed to 
put it in the paper’ she added. 
“People don’t really under- 
stand how bad it is.” 

“Instead, people use obfus- 
cating language like ‘acciden- 
tal’ or ‘surprising’ or ‘sudden’ 
when referring to a drug- 
related death.

Massachusetts Bay colony. 
The church opened its 
doors in August, 1642 and 
has been in continuous 
operation since. Although 
the structure has been 
changed and updated 
numerous times over its 
370+ year history, today it 
is the tallest and largest 
wooden structure of its 
type, standing 196 feet tall 
with a capacity to seat 1,500 
people. The building has 
been on the National 
Register of Historic Places 
since 1992. 

Several years ago, as the 
result of a severe New 
England hurricane, the front 
of the church suffered exten- 
sive structural and aesthetic 
damage.

Primary mortgage insur- 
ance, or PMI, protects lenders 
in the event that borrowers 
default on their primary 
mortage by ceasing to make 
payments, resulting in homes 
ending up in foreclosure. 

But all borrowers do not 
have to pay PMI. Typically, 
home buyers must make a 20 
percent down payment on a 
home when they buy it. 
However, some borrowers are 
unable to put down 20 percent. 
In such instances, the lender 
will require they pay PMI. 

This is because the lender 
views a borrower who cannot 
make an initial 20 percent 
down payment as a riskier 
investment, and lenders 
charge PMI in an effort to pro- 
tect themselves should the 
borrower prove worthy of 
their skepticism. 

PMI will be factored into 
the monthly mortgage pay- 
ment, but borrowers should 
know they do not have to con- 
tinue paying PMI once they 
have .paid enough toward the 
principal amount of the loan. 

For most, this means once 
they have paid 20 percent of 
the principal, then they can 
ask that the monthly PMI pay- 
ment be removed. 

Manyborrowers are 
unaware of this or even forget 
to ask, but it's within their 
rights as borrowers and can 
save a substantial amount of 
money over the course of the 
mortgage loan.

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US new home sales hit fastest pace in 5 years 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sales of new homes 
rose in May to the fastest pace in five years, a 
solidiigain that added to signs of a steadily 
improving housing market. 

‘New home sales rose 2.1 percent last month 
compared with April to a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of 476,000, the highest level since 
July2008, the Commerce Department reported 
Tuesday. 

‘$fhe median price of a new home sold in 

May was $263,900, up 3.3 percent from a year 
cl: 
a “Sales of new homes remain below the 
200,000 annual rate that's considered healthy 
‘byt most economists. But the pace has 
‘increased 29 percent from a year ago. 

"Analysts say the housing recovery is looking 
more sustainable and should continue to boost 
economic growth this year, offsetting some 
drag ‘from higher taxes and federal spending 
cuts. 

‘The. sales gains in May were led by a 40.7 
percent increase in the Midwest followed by a 
20.7 percent gain in the Northeast. Sales were 
also up 3.6 percent in the West but they fell 9 
percent in the South. 

*The' inventory of unsold homes rose 2.5 per- 
cent to 161,000 in May, the highest level since 
August 2011 but still just 13 percent higher than 
the record low for inventories set in July 2012. 
Prices of new homes have been rising in part 
because more people are bidding on a limited 
number of homes. 

The National Association of Realtors report- 
ed'last week that sales of previously occupied 
homes surpassed 5 million in May. It was the 
first time that's happened in 3% years. 


Sales of previously owned homes rose to an 
annual rate of 5.18 million in May. The last 
time sales had exceeded 5 million was in 
November 2009, a month when the pending 
expiration of a home-buying tax credit briefly 
inflated sales 

Steady hiring and low mortgage rates have 
encouraged more people to buy homes. And 
with demand up, prices rising and few homes 
on the market, builders have grown more opti- 
mistic about their prospects, leading to more 
construction and jobs. 

Last week, Federal Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke cited the housing gains as a major 
reason the Fed's economic outlook has bright- 
ened. 

Still, mortgage rates have jumped in recent 
weeks. And they're expected to rise further 
now that the Fed has signaled it plans to scale 
back its bond purchases this year if the econo- 
my continues to strengthen. A pullback in the 


bond purchases would likely send long-term 


borrowing rates up. Higher mortgage rates 
could slow some of the housing market's 
momentum. 

For now, a brighter outlook for housing has 
made builders more optimistic. The National 
Association of Home Builders/Wells Fargo 
builder sentiment index rose in June to 52, up 
from 44 in May. 


That was the highest reading in more than ' 


seven years and the largest monthly increase 
in more than a decade. A reading above 50 indi- 
cates that more builders view sales conditions 
as good rather than poor. 


Who is responsible for repairs during a home sale? 


‘Many questions arise dur- 
ing the home-buying process. 
Buyers looking at homes that 
require a good deal of TLC 
may wonder who is responsi- 
ble for the home's repairs, 
particularly if such repairs 
are needed to secure a certifi- 
caté of occupancy. Depending 
on the situation, there is no 
clear-cut answer. 

There is no perfect home, 
and things that are acceptable 
to the-current owner may not 
be acceptable to the buyer 
who i is looking to become the 
next owner, The home-buying 
process is typically a careful 
codpération between buyer 
and seller to find a middle 
ground. The buyer may have 
to make some concessions, as 
will, the seller. Ultimately, it is 
this cooperation that often 
determines if the sale goes 
through or is terminated. 

Before any negotiations 
can begin regarding repairs, it 
is adviseable for a buyer to 
haye. an. independent inspector 
come out and look over the 
home. and property. Most real 
Ae agents will suggest this 

eas a first priority — 

wee ‘before a contract is 
_- entered on the home. An 
--inspection will unveil any 


_ - potential problems in a home 


and: indicate things that the 


buyer may not be aware of, 
including items that do not 
meet with code or could be 
unsafe. An inspector also may 
point out problems that could 
cause a mortgage lender to 
give pause. This may mean 
the lender will deem problems 


unsafe and refuse to fund the 
mortgage until repairs are 


made. 

A copy of this inspection 
report should be sent to the 
home seller.to review with his 
or her attorney and real estate 
agent. The buyer working 
with his own real estate attor- 
ney and agent can petition for 
certain repairs to be made. 
Many sellers will make such 
repairs to ensure the purchase 


-goes..through, or they will 


accept a lower purchase price 
to compensate for the needed 
repairs, which the buyer will 
then make. Buyers might want 
to hire a good real estate 
attorney to write clauses into 
the contract to protect their 
interests. This allows the 
buyer to forfeit the sale and 
walk away from the contract 
should an issue arise. 

The rules often change 
when buying a home that is a 
short sale or in foreclosure. A 
home that is in distress is typ- 
ically in this situation because 
the current owners cannot

A buyer also can ask to have 
the home price reduced to 
cover the repairs. But foreclo- 
sures are often already deeply 
discounted. 

Buyers should know that, 
for a home that is not in fore- 
closure, there are some 
repairs that should ultimately 
be the responsibility of the 
seller. If these repairs are not 
made, a buyer should think 
strongly about walking away 
from the deal, according to 
areal 
estate marketing site. Such 
repairs include: 

* lender-required repairs 


that could impact home safety 

* leaky pipes 

* water penetration issues, 
including a bad roof 

* unsafe decking or 
handrails 


* wet basements or crawl 
spaces 


* insecure foundations or 
obvious structural damage 


* poorly functioning sewer 
lines or septic system
